A challenge, which will affect the en¬ 
tire Mexican-American Community of Santa 
Clara County, has been presented to our com¬ 
munity. It has come in the form of the Op¬ 
portunities Industrialization Center (OIC), 
which is now struggling to become an active 
force in our community. Will we / the people 
of this area, respond to this challenge or will 
we let it slip by? 

Right now, much needed Federal Aid, 
which would help get the OIC in optimum work¬ 
ing condition, is lacking. We should not let 
this lack of funds be a setback to us. There 
is much that we ourselves can and should do. 

First of all, donations of any and all 
kinds are needed. These donations can be 
either monetary (tax deductible, if desired) 
or donations of one* s time to answer phones 
at the center itself. 

Second of all, leadership will be need¬ 
ed in guiding the OIC to its desired goals of 
tra ining men and women in both technical 
skills and remedial education courses. Lead¬ 
ers will be needed from all religious deno¬ 
minations, as well as from the surrounding 
industries and labor unions. 

Currently, the OIC has slowly made 
some advancements. A Board of Directors 
was elected April 6, 1967 with Rev. Anthony 
Soto as Acting President; Rev. Elder M. Ma¬ 
this, Acting Vice-president; Dolores Garcia, 
Acting Secretary; and Alex Reyes, Acting 
Treasurer. By the kindness of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Parish, an office was established 
on March 28. Finances have come in the form 
of pledges with Pacific Telephone loaning a 
full time secretary and all the materials she 
might need. Mr. Robert Skibinski, General 
Manager of Pacific Telephone, invited the 
heads of the Santa Clara County Area indus - 
tries to a fund-raising luncheon on May 25 at 
the SanJose Hyatt House. The Archbishop of 
San Francisco, the very Right Rev. Joseph
